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Doug Hayes is chosen Sierra Madre ‘Citizen of the Year 


Doug Hayes, a native Californian and resident 
of Sjerra Madre for 18 years, has been chosen “Citizen 
of the Year.” He will be honored on Feb. 13 at the 
“Citizen” dinner and installation of officers and 
board members of the Main Street Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The professional photographer has been in¬ 
volved in the Fourth of July Parade and Activities 
since 1987 and has chaired the committee since 1988. 

“Be sure to tell them that the first committee 
meeting is this Thursday,” Hayes said in his usual 
thorough way. “And let’s try to get as many people 
as possible.” 

Hayes is also co-chair of the Wistaria Fete Com¬ 
mittee with Shelby Pope. “We’re winding up for the 
100-year anniversary of the Wistaria Vine in 1994,” 
he reminded the reporter. 

How did he feel about being chosen “Citizen”? 
“Embarrassed,” he answered. 

Humble? “Well, yeah. It’s a big deal. I can 
think of so many people who have worked so much 
harder than 1,” he answered, leaning back in his chair 
and folding his hands. 

After the June 28 (1991) earthquake - the Sierra 
Madre earthquake - the community, crestfallen and 
shaking, thought there might not be a Fourth of July 
parade. Hayes would have none of that negative 
talk. He pulled everyone together, literally working 


night and day and giving up his professional job, and 
converted the naysayers to flag-wavers. 

The parade went on, mostly due to Hayes’ per¬ 
sistence and optimism. 

He continued, “People think it’s a great big 
party that we plan all year. It’s a responsibility. 
Kids in the parade must have a good time. That’s 
part of the American heritage - like patriotic flag 
waving and eating hot dogs and corn on the cob. 
Kids who remain in the community will pass on the 
excitement to their kids. There are thousands of 
photo albums around the United States filled with 
people who participated in the parade. You can’t 
compare it with any other pai ade.” 

Hayes jack-knifed his left arm on the back of the 
chair and leaned his face on his hand. “You don’t 
get to sit and watch the parade but it’s worth it." 

Hayes manages to participate in more ways than 
one in the parade. He drives his 1922 REO speed- 
wagon fire truck down the route, last year with his 
fiancee and the year before with Celeste McCreary, 
then Citizen of the Year. 

Citizen Hayes was born at St. Luke Hospital in 
1950 and graduated from Arcadia High School in 
1968. He graduated from the Brooks Institute of 
Photography in Santa Barbara in 1972. He is manager 
of photographic operations of Thompson Photo¬ 
graphy in Glendale and is part of a two-man partner¬ 


ship, Creative Images Associates, with David Ng. 
They do commercial and aerial photography. 

Before joining Thompson, a statewide company 
that does school pictures, he did documentaries, in¬ 
cluding many for NASA and for the Department of 
Transportation, plus numerous television commer¬ 
cials. 

He was given his first camera at the age of 7 and 
when he was deciding on a profession he thought of 
law. “I couldn’t work in an office all day and my 
mother said, ‘Do what you do best.’.” 

His father, Jim, and stepmother, Barbara Hayes, 
live in Arcadia and he has a sister, Nancy, living in 
Woodbridge. Doug’s mother died in 1972. 

The committee who chose Doug as Citizen of the 
Year consisted of David May, Jim Little and Helen 
Walker, the last who is last year’s Citizen of the 
Year. They were appointed by Judy Webb-Martin, 
president of Main Street Chamber. 

Hayes was married to Janice Nelson, M.D., Dec. 
7. They decided to buy a larger home in Sierra Madre 
and rent out two other houses in Sierra Madre owned 
by Doug. Janice has just sold her condominium 
near where she works, at L.A. County/USC Medical 
Center. She is a pathologist in the field of transfusion 
medicine and has been associate director of that 
division for 11 years.

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Percell trial 
continued to Mar. 20 

The murder trial of Jeffrey Stephen Percell, who 
is being held with no bail for the double murder of 
his parents, Doris and John Percell of Sierra Madre, 
has been continued to Mar. 20 in Dept. C of Superior 
Court in Pasadena. 

This is the third year of proceedings since the 
Percells were found murdered on Nov. 16, 1988. The 
coroner said they had been dead from 24 to 48 hours 
at that point. 

Both were found gagged and bound at their feet 
and wrists in separate rooms in the home on Liliano 
in Sierra Madre. Each had been shot. 

Jeffrey Percell had fled the scene and, along with 
Mrs. Percell’s cream-colored Mercedes, was not found 
until Dec. 13 when he surrendered to Burlington, Vt. 
police. Percell fought extradition and was not re¬ 
turned to California until April, 1989. 

The preliminary hearing began May 24, 1989, 
with Percell pleading not guilty to the double count 
of murder. A series of postponements have continued. 


Council sets Jan. 21 for study session 


Tuesday, Jan. 21, is set aside for a Sierra Madre 
City Council study session concerning the budget and 
with homeowners about the Hillside Management 
Ordinance. 

At Tuesday evening’s Jan. 14 meeting, the coun¬ 
cil heard hillside residents both praise and question 
the boundary additions and amendments of Ordinance 
No. 1078. Rather than address each complaint in¬ 
dividually, the council decided to open a study 
session next week for final suggestions before their 
ultimate decisions on Jan. 28. 

At Tuesday evening’s meeting they acknowledged 
recommendations of the Planning Commission that 
Ordinance 1081 is consistent with the General Plan 
and adopted Resolution 92-1, certifying the final 
Environmental Impact Report for the Hillside 
Management Standards. They also introduced for 
first reading by title only Ordinance 1081, amending 
1087 as presented and referred 1081 back to the 
Planning Commission for a report. On Jan. 28 
they will have that report and introduce 1081 for 
second reading. 


The council accepted individuals recommended 
by Councilman Clem Bartolai to serve on the Ad Hoc 
Cable Franchise Advisory Committee and they in¬ 
clude Bob Oden, Yvonne Eberhard, Trevor Ham¬ 
monds, Thomas G. Edwards, Herbert A. Stroh and 
Stanyan Buckingham. The group will meet to discuss 
the upcoming cable franchise which comes up in 
April. 

In other news, the council approved the 1992-93 
Community Development Block Grant Project of 
$5957 for administration. Of $59,575 which the city 
will receive as its allocation, $53,575 is proposed 
for consulting services and handyman improvements 
to qualified recipients. 

City Administrator Jim McRea will bring more 
information to the council at the Jan. 28 meeting 
when a hearing will be established concerning water 
conservation. McRea told the council that 52 percent 
of Sierra Madreans are responsible for 20 percent of 
the conservation. The city had set up a mandatory 
20 percent curtailment for users in excess of 20(X)

Sierra Madreans were gratified to see a familiar 
face on the cover of IB (Independent Business) Maga¬ 
zine this month. Susan Taylor Colby, owner of At 
The Beach in Sierra Madre, smiles out from the cover 
with the sign “MAIN ST./U.S.A.” behind her. 

Inside the magazine both she and Judy Webb- 
Martin, the latter who is outgoing president of Sierra 
Madre Main Street Chamber of Commerce, are 
featured. 

Magazine editor Daniel Kehrer called Webb- 
Martin three months ago and asked to interview 
anyone involved in the Main Street program since the 
magazine. Independent Business, was doing a story 
on Main Street and its impact on small businesses. 

Why did the magazine choose Sicri^a Madre to 
interview? Kehrer told The News that they were 
looking for someone closer so they could visit the 
town and that Sierra Madre had that “small town 
llavor that would fit into the story.” He added, “I 
talked with Judy and based on that conversation 
Sierra Madre seemed like a nice spot to visit for an 
interview.” 

Kehrer said that Sierra Madre looked like a ginxl 
prototype of the Main Street program that had hit a 
snag and had to re-evaluate. “Others around the 
country are similar in having made many improve¬ 
ments but ultimately have to find money to keep the 
program in place. Sierra Madre is very representative 
of other towns, smaller than many.” 

Would he be following up on Sierra Madre’s 
growth within the year? He said that the magazine 
was planning to do a Main Street follow-i»p later in 
the year, although he did not commit to coming back 
to Sierra Madre. 

After the interview with Colby, Webb-Martin 
and several other Sierra Madre business people, the 
magazine owners called Colby to ask if she would 


agree to be on ttic cover. 

Colby hunched up her shoulders and Hashed 
her dazzling smile, “What could 1 say? It was won¬ 
derful. We spent the day at the studio with the 
magazine people. It was great.” 

Webb-Martin had explained the three-year Sierra 
Madre Main Street program to the magazine repre¬ 
sentatives in October and outlined how the Business 
Improvement District quest had failed. The City 
Council could give no large subsidy to the program 
to keep it going cither. The program now is on an 
austere budget, hoping to pull out of the doldrums 
with expanded membership and even more successful 
promotions. 

“We are a community that sticks together. 
Everyone loves it here. We need to continue to sup¬ 
port each other,” Webb-Martin said Monday. 

“People are not aware how great an impact they 
have on whether or not we ‘make it.’ Whether we 
stay or falter is also up to them,” Colby explained. 

Webb-Martin said, “Our village has the unique¬ 
ness of offering not only service but the convenience 
of proximity. There is no need to travel to the imper¬ 
sonal malls when we have most of it here. And we’re 
aiming at more variety in retail this year.” 

Colby added, “It was terrific talking with those 
professional people (from the magazine) who have 
the best interests of the independent retailers. There 
are no barriers. We must avoid the ‘glass ceiling.’ 
Women can achieve beyond that certain level that has 
always been set for them.” 

“Glass Ceiling” is the term given to the practice 
of holding women down to a certain level and not 
allowing them to be elevated to their competence 
level. 

“This world is predominately run by men. We 
women are responsible for our own success and 
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Judy Webb-Martin, Sue Taylor Colby 

failure in our own businesses,” Webb-Martin inter¬ 
jected in her optimistic, breezy way. 

“The magazine people have a good understand¬ 
ing that there is indeed a glass ceiling. It does exist 
in the corporate world,” said Colby, and Webb- 
Martin added, “Positiveness of the Main Street pro¬ 
gram showed us we can achieve if we are willing to 
work together.”

Carrot Top revisited...

Here is more about the “Just Noticable 
Difference” 1 mentioned to you last week. 

Let me tell you about an old product just 
recently introduced in a new packaging gimmick 
that will certainly be on an apparity with the in¬ 
troduction of “sliced bread” to the housewife 
in the late 1920s. This old product is “sugar.” 
The packaging is a “milk carton.” 

Yes, just an everyday milk carton, with no 
new added features, the opening at the top 
is exactly the same only the reading matter on 
the sides of the carton say “new, easier-to-pour 
carton.” Resealable - fewer spills - less mess - 
leaves sugar fresher, it says, all points of argu¬ 
ment when it comes to compare the good old 
“milk carton” with the sugar carton being class¬ 
ified as “new.” 

Oh, it’s a beautiful thought in merchandis¬ 
ing. It will stack well in the cupboard and it will 
do all the things that it says it will, except it only 
holds four pounds of sugar, and here is where 
it is going to be costly for the consumer, 
especially those that find it necessary to work 
off a weekly food budget. 

The sugar is processed in the good old 
U.S.A. The company with offices in El Paso, 
Texas, and I believe that the processing plant is 
in Pleasanton, California. As there is no linage 
on the carton telling you the ingredient contents 
of the product, we assume that the sugar is beet 
sugar, which in years past had quite a contro¬ 
versy about it when it came to using it in home 
canning. Even today a lot of the older genera¬ 
tion do not believe that it has preserving qualities 
that cane sugar has. 

Now due to where the different products 
are grown, cane sugar in Hawaii and the cost of 
freight to the mainland, the beet sugar, which 
is grown all over California and has its own 
processing plants in their vicinity, it ends up that 
beet sugar is about 10 cents a pound cheaper due 
to this factor. Now this new packaging of the 
beet sugar down to a four-pound package should 
cut the price considerably, but m this ease it 


s 


definitely does not. 

One of the interesting things about this 
four-pound carton of sugar is that it doesn’t 
appear that much smaller than the old five- 
pound bag we’re all used to. 1 think it’s because 
of the overall color. If it were light colored, 

1 think it would be more noticeable. Do you 
suppose those three little letters (JND) are at 
work here? 

Checking the price at various stores we find 
that cane sugar is priced at 35.8 cents per pound 
and the new four-pound package is priced at 
43.12 cents per pound. Quite a difference to be 
able to use the milk carton. Even store brand 
sugar in five-pound bags sell for 33.8 cents 
per pound. Of course, they all say “Pure 
Granulated Sugar.” 

The newly packaged four-pound box of 
sugar carries a 25 cents refund coupon on the 
carton,” the problem is that you have to buy 
the first carton and if you like it you can get 
25 cents off the next. Still with the use of the 
coupon the price difference in the four-pound 
carton of sugar and the five-pound bag of sugar 
shows that the carton is Vi cent higher. 

We call this to your attention, only that all 
of us will have to watch our P’s and Q’s when 
it comes to making future purchases for the 
dinner table as well as the home as a whole. 
Manufacturers and processors are going to be 
looking for more and more ways to widen the 
distance between their costs and selling price, 
trying desperately to place it all on the shoulders 
of the consumer. 

Just remember, there is hardly anything in 
the world that some man can’t make a little 
worse and sell it a little cheaper. People in that 
category must think that criticism seems like an 
attempt to tatoo a soap bubble. 1 will have more 
of these stories as 1 have time to ferret them 
out. We are about ready to tell you a story 
about the “Gripper Snap.” The kind you use 
on clothing.

Basically, each household is responsible 
for building its portion of the ship according to 
specifications laid out by the Ark Committee. 
Those living near the dam will cooperate in 
fabricating a solid anchor for the vessel to pre¬ 


vent premature launching. The keel line will 
roughly follow the line of the flood control 
basin until such time as the rising waters re¬ 
quire that the port and starboard sides be at¬ 
tached. The bow of the vessel will be located 
approximately where Mary’s Store is now 
situated. 

All canyon residents who participate will 
guarantee their place (their families and animals) 
in the Ark. Once completed, and while waiting 
for deluge waters to raise the Ark, families may, 
at their discretion, board the Ark and take up 
residence. 

The week of March 9, 1992, is designated 
“Rock Week.” During this time, canyon resi¬ 
dents can appoint one male who is not a canyon 
resident but who does reside in Sierra Madre to 
gather large rocks along the Old Woodland 
Drive streambed. These rocks will be laid, per 
instructions, along the newly built keel to be used 
as ballast. Those men participating in rock 
gathering will be allowed space on the Ark 
(families included).

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Year-round education: Where’s my classroom? 


Ihe News ennUnues its senes atMtui year-ntum!

rhere are many Sierra Madre residents who, with 
a twinkle in their eyes and a grin on their faces, can 
still tell of their travails walking 10 miles through snow, 
sleet and dead of night to get to school. Waiting for 
them there would be one individual whose knowledge 
was so vast he or she could teach everyone in one 
room. 

That one-room schoolhouse has evolved into a 
multistory building, such as Sierra Madre Elementary 
School, covering almost an entire city block with 
many, many rooms. The only constant that has re¬ 
mained throughout this educational evolution has 
been the teacher and his or her room. The first chal¬ 
lenge teachers have to face with the implementation 
of a multitrack year-round education calendar is hav¬ 
ing to share this room with other teachers. 

Students and their assigned teachers in a four- 
track YRE system are rotated by tracks throughout 


the 12-monih calendar year, and this rotation necessi¬ 
tates the sharing of rcHims by the teaching staff. 
For example, when teacher A goes on break, teacher 
B comes into teacher A’s rtxim for the next three 
months. When teacher A returns in one month, he or 
she then goes into the r<xim occupied by teacher C 
who has just gone on break, and so on, and so forth. 

A great deal of teacher and administrative plan¬ 
ning must take place to assure adequate storage 
space is available for the teachers’ materials while 
they are on break and room assignments are clear for 
their return. 

Teachers also have to adjust their presentations 
of the curriculum to meet the year-round schedule, 
dividing it into three sequential parts instead of one 
long block. Teachers who have developed presenta¬ 
tions incorporating a national holiday such as Thanks¬ 
giving into the curriculum may find they are off track 
the month of November but are on track the month 
of June for the 4th of July. 

Educational units are factored into teacher 
salary scales. Teachers who have traditionally used 


Budget cuts may force schools 
to charge for athletic facilities 


When The News got wind that Pasadena School 
Board may begin charging athletic associations for 
the use of school facilities, such as sports fields and 
gyms, calls were put through to Wilbert Smith, a 
school board member, and Nick Schultz, president 
of the Sierra Madre Athletic Association. 

Smith, who is at the end of his third year on the 
board and who is a vice president at Bank of America 
in Pasadena said, “We want to be consistent. The 
reason that we’re looking at the change in policy is 
that some pay and some don’t. The formula must 
be fair and eliminate such inconsistencies.” 

He estimated that now “15 to 20” organiza¬ 
tions are now using school property. 

Smith said, “We are most concerned about re¬ 
couping our costs, not making a profit.” 

When asked if the practice of charging were legal, 
he answered, “Yes. There is nothing in the code that 
precludes us from renting out our property. However, 
I’m not an attorney. That would be something we’d 
need to investigate. We’ve cut $13.2 million out of 
our annual budget over the last 3'/r years.” 

The total budget is $132 million. 

He added, “Since our budget crunch, we’ve 
been looking to bring money into our school system. 
Some organizations have been using the facilities for 


ihe ihrec-monlli summer break to acquire additional 
units to advance on the salary scale have to change 
Iheir personal schedules to acquire these units. Most 
colleges and universities in California have adjusted 
their classes to meet the needs of the growing number 
of teachers in year-round schools. 

Administrators have to devise a way to encourage 
and maintain cameraderie among all teachers on 
staff, whether they are on or off track, and to assure 
that teachers who are off track are kept current about 
what is happening at the school while they are on 
break. Schedules have to be made to assure other 
school staff, such as office secretaries, nurses and 
custodians, are available to support the teachers 12 
months a year, but also have personal breaks of their 
own. 

For the past several years, school districts in 
California have been faced with a critical shortage 
of qualified teachers. Proponents believe YRE may 
attract more college students to the teaching profession. 
School districts which are able to offer intersession 


programs tor its students who arc on breaa make it 
possible for teachers to earn compensation for a 
longer period of time. A multitrack YRE calendar 
also allows teachers the flexibility to earn additional 
compensation substitute teaching while on break. 
The stability provided students having a substitute 
teacher whom they already know is an added bonus. 

We have come a long way from that one-room 
schoolhouse. If a school district is going to ask its 
teachers to take the next step in this evolutionary 
process, however, the YRE literature once again 
points to the fact the school district must be very 
sensitive to and respectful of the impact it will have 
on the lives of its teachers. Some school districts in 
California have been able to have the best of both 
worlds, maintaining some schools on a traditional 
September-June calendar and other schools on YRE 
calendars thereby providing teachers a choice in where 
they want to teach. Inclusion in the earliest stages 
of planning is stressed for those teachers who would 
like to become involved in YRE and when choice is 
not possible. 


a number of years. Some at no cost and some are 
being charged. Our basketball gyms have to be 
maintained.” 

When asked if they aren’t maintained anyway. 
Smith answered, “There must be someone on site to 
open and close and there is added janitorial costs.” 

He said that the entire board unanimously was 
looking for a way to be supportive of organizations 
working with kids. Unfortunately, all organizations 
don’t take care of school property. 

“The board has to make the decision.” Smith 
estimated that the question would be posed of the 
board within the next 30-day period. 

Smith reiterated, “The intent is to recoup mini¬ 
mally on a breakeven basis.” 

Nick Schultz, president of the Sierra Madre 
Athletic Association, told The News, “It’s incon¬ 
ceivable that the school system would charge a fee to 
a program that benefits the youth of our community 
and is supported solely through voluntary parent 
participation. It would be financially impossible for 
the city to pay for the countless hours donated by 
citizens of our community. If this fee is levied we can 
see many organizations simply closing their pro¬ 
grams.”

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Thoughts After Christinas 
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By Harry Marlin 

rhe annual saturnaJia, euphemistically called 
the Christmas season has come to a screeching 
halt, and if the Three Wise Men were to return 
on earth they would be alarmed and disheartened. 
The original gifts, presented with respect, rev¬ 
erence and devotion have degenerated into a com¬ 
mercialized madhouse. The strident, brassy hard¬ 
sell reaches a new level of intensity each year. 
This last year was obnoxious to the point of ob¬ 
scenity...the principal worry being, is business 
good enough?...are we going to do as well as last 
year? It is time for a new Christmas song, “Get 
the Money.” We should replace the jolly old 
fakirs in the red suits and cotton whiskers with 
statues of Mammon. It would be more to the 
point. I am not a religious nut, but I see little 
of Christianity in what we call Christmas. 

The children of today accept the present situa¬ 
tion as normal and expected. It is what they have 
grown up with, but I can recall a time and place 
far different than today, and I am most grateful 
I was there. I am speaking of a small town on 
the banks of the Mississippi River, surrounded 
by lush farmlands, far from a major city. The 
time is just prior to World War 1. 

First of all, we did not prepare for Christmas 
until Thanksgiving had been properly observed. 
The barns filled with hay, the corncribs bursting 
with golden ears, cellars with shelves of fruit and 
vegetables. In the pens and pastures were pigs, 
cows, horses and poultry. There was an aura of 


peace and plenty, and it put everyone m the mood 
to gratefully celebrate the oldest and most tra¬ 
ditional holiday. 

After Thanksgiving, signs of Christmas ap¬ 
peared. Holly and mistletoe in the grocery stores; 
toys, drums, dolls, sleds and skates in Jack Gil- 
rain’s Drug Store and Dryden Brothers Hard¬ 
ware. Getting a tree was no problem. A few 
farmers brought trees to town, but most people 
simply went out into the woods and cut their 
own “evergreen tree.” They grew in great pro¬ 
fusion among the oaks, elms, walnuts and syca¬ 
mores. 

Our tree, set up in a corner of the parlor, 
was never decorated until Christmas Eve. Then 
we gathered around the dining room table and 
in the golden glow of a kerosene lamp made 
ropes of cranberries and popcorn and cut stars 
from silver and gold paper. It was finished, and 
the tree decorated by nine o’clock, and everyone 
went to bed, the children upstairs where a feather 
tick with a hot rock wrapped in pieces of an old 
blanket at the foot of our bed soon sent us on a 
trip to Dreamland. Our folks, of course, were 
busy around the tree, doing those things that 
would bring happiness the next morning. 

Then as now, Christmas morning was an 
exciting time. We opened our presents, mostly 
clothing, a few toys and always, many books. 
Although we lived in a time and place where 
hunting was an almost everyday occurrence, no 
weapon was ever under our tree. The most lethal 
instrument I can remember was the time when I 


received a new hand axe, presumably so I could 
do a better job of splitting kindling and firewood. 

When the presents had all been opened, it 
was time for breakfast, most likely sourdough 
buckwheat pancakes and spicy pork sausage. We 
had not yet heard about the hells and horrors of 
salt, fat and other demons in our food. Break¬ 
fast dishes done, the Christmas dinner was started. 
Mamma and my sister, Florence, took over the 
kitchen, and the rest of the family called on near 
neighbors, and shouts of “Merry Christmas” 
filled the frosty air. But the wintry air outside 
soon brought everyone into the living room where 
the faithful baseburner radiated warmth and in¬ 
vited relaxation. Bookworm from the start, I 
spent the morning looking through the dozen 
books under the tree. 

Dinner was served exactly at noon and al¬ 
most always the centerpiece of the feast was an 
enormous wild Canadian goose filled with, and 
resting on, a bed of dressing well-spiked with 
sage and onion. Once, when 1 was a small boy, 
our noon dinner was spoiled in a totally unex¬ 
pected manner. As Mamma stood with carving 
knife poised over the goose, my father, a rough, 
tough man, suddenly burst into tears. We were 
stunned. Dad only said, “I just wish Frank was 
here.” Frank, the oldest son, was away on the 
first stage of his lifelong wanderlust. The family 
circle had been broken, but not for the last 
time. 

Afternoons after dinner were always the 


same. Mamma and l lorcnce washed Ilje dishes 
and then settled down for a much-needed rest. 
Dad dozed by the fire, John and I played with 
our toys or inspected the brxiks, and the older 
brothers visited friends, or, if the weather was 
seasonable, skated on one of the nearby ponds. 
There was no pressure to do anything. 

The afternoon wore away, and when dusk 
came the lamps were lighted, and the leftovers 
from the noon dinner were placed on the table. 
These, along with homemade mince pie were 
soon polished off, along with mugs of hot tea. 
The dishes were washed and everyone settled in 
for an evening of quiet and relaxation while the 
faithful baseburner radiated friendly warmth. 
Perhaps there was no more than $10 in the family 
funds, but we had had a complete and happy 
day. 

At last it was time to go to bed, where once 
more the cotton flannel blankets and fluffy 
featherbeds engulfed our bodies. Tired with the 
pleasures and excitements of the day, we once 
more we.nt to sleep. We had celebrated Christmas 
in our own way, the only way we knew. We had 
done it without benefit of freeways, traffic jams, 
drunken drivers, horse racing, basketball, foot¬ 
ball or the hard sell of radio and television, etc. 
Our material blessings had been accumulated 
by hard work and we had enjoyed food, shel¬ 
tered warmth and most blessed of all, together¬ 
ness. These three great gifts may not have been 
provided by the Magi, but it just could be, that 
in themselves, they too were a Holy Trinity.

The senior citizens wouUI like to conduct weekly 
bingo games at the Senior Citizen Center and the 
Commission on Aging has applied for a license for 
games on Tuesdays from 1 to 4 p.m.

When John the Baptist 
preached to the throngs 
that came to hear him as 
he ministered by the Jor¬ 
dan river, he created a 
very heightened spirit of 
expectation in the minds 
of the people. They 
actually began to wonder 
whether he might be the 
promised messiah. To 
dispel this wrong conclu¬ 
sion, John compared 
himself to the One who 
would follow him. 

As in the coming of 
a king to visit a city. 


John was the one who 
would precede the king 
with the message of pre¬ 
paration. The roads 
leading into the city should 
be in good repair. “The 
crooked shall become 
straight, and the rough 
roads smooth: to prepare 
for the coming king! 

John was not the king; 
he was the king’s herald. 
John preached repentance 
and baptism with water. 
The King would preach 
repentance and baptism 
with fire! Both water and 
fire purge, but fire purges 
to the depths. Many are 
willing to make minor 
changes that relate to the 
externals of life. To be 
truly ready to meet the 
King - Who is coming 
again - we should be 
clean inside and outside. 
Are you ready to be 
purged to the depths?

Baha’is 


The following is one 
of a series of excerpts 
taken from “The Promise 
of Work! Peace, ” a stute- 
menl made by the Univer¬ 
sal House of .histice, in¬ 
ternational governing 
body of the Baha ’/ I'aith, 
to the peoples of the 
world. 

Writing of religion as 
a social force, Baha’u’llah 
said: “Religion is the 
greatest of all means for 
the establishment of order 
on the world and for the 
peaceful contentment of 
all that dwell therein.” 
Referring to the eclipse 
or corruption of religion, 
he wrote: “Should liie 
lamp of religion be ob¬ 
scured, chaos and con¬ 
fusion will ensue, and the 
lights of fairne,ss, of jus- 
tiee, of tiani|uilily and 


peace cease to shine.” In 
an enumeration of such 
consequences the Baha’i 
writings point out that the 
“perversion of human 
nature, the degradation 
of human conduct, the 
corruption and dissolu¬ 
tion of human institu¬ 
tions, reveal themselves, 
under such circumstances, 
in tlieir worst and most 
revolting aspects. Human 
character is debased, con¬ 
fidence is shaken, the 
nerves of discipline are 
relaxed, the voice of hu¬ 
man conscience is stilled, 
the sense of decency and 
shame is obscured, con¬ 
ceptions of duty, of soli¬ 
darity, of reciprocity and 
loyalty are distorted, and 
the very feeling of peace¬ 
fulness, of joy and of 
liope is gradually extin¬ 
guished.”

In a remarkable bonk 
entitled "I and Thou,” 
the Jewish philosopher 
Martin Buber articulated 
his philosophy of dialogue. 
In a nutshell, he wrote 
that for human beings 
there are two “primary 
words”: I - It and I - 
Thou. 

Most of our relation¬ 
ships with other people 
and with material things 
fall into the category of 
I - It. In other words, we 
tend to objectify people 
and things. We look to 
the bottom line. We are 
flattering to people who 
might be useful to us, and 
for those who will proba¬ 
bly never help us we hard¬ 
ly have the time of day. 
The natural world is wide¬ 
ly regarded as a store¬ 
house of resources, ours 
to dig up, cut down, drill 
or skin at the maximum 
profit in the least amount 
of time. 

Nothing much new in 
that. But Buber argued 
that we cannot be in an 
objectifying, I - It rela¬ 
tionship with someone or 
something with immunity. 
Remember that I - It is a 
single primary word. 

By contrast, the other 
primary word of 1 - Thou 
is a meeting of subjects, 
not objects. To say I - 
Thou to another person 

Father Egbert Nolan 

Father Egbert Nolan, 
a Passionist priest, died 
on Monday, Jan. 6 in Chi¬ 
cago, 111. Father Egbert 
had resided at the Passion¬ 
ist Daneo Hall infirmary 
for the last two years of 
his life. Father Egbert had 
been a Passionist for 72 
years, and a priest for 64 
years. 

Father Egbert was as¬ 
signed to Mater Dolorosa 
Monastery, Sierra Madre, 
in 1965, after many years 
of service as a missionary 
preacher, conducting par¬ 
ish missions and retreats 
in the midwestern United 
States. During his 25 
years in Sierra Madre, 
he cheerfully and devoted- 


is to acknowledge that 
person’s uniqueness and 
unqualified value in him¬ 
self or herself, regardless 
of what he or she might 
do for me. To say I - 
Thou to something in 
nature, such as a living 
tree, is to encounter a 
true nature of the tree, 
apart from its value as a 
resource. 

The “I” in 1 - Thou is 
different from the “I” in 
I-It. The “I” in I-Thou 
lets the other person be 
himself or herself and en¬ 
ters into deep and mean¬ 
ingful relationships. The 
“I” in I - It enters into 
superficial, exploitative 
relationships. 

Through the silence of 
the Spirit, Buber writes, 
we may enter into an I - 
Thou relationship with 
God who is the eternal 
Thou, and who speaks 
the eternal word of I - 
Thou to us. 

What it all boils down 
to is that God does not 
require us to jump through 
hoops before loving us. 
The love of God is uncon¬ 
ditional. And if we would 
follow God, then we 
should put the highest 
priority on the primary 
word of I - Thou. 

Worship with us this 
Sunday and share God’s 
word of I and Thou. 


The Qotpcl of Luk* 

St. Luke wrote his gos¬ 
pel around the year 80, 
perhaps a little later. He 
was a second generation 
Christian, not a contem¬ 
porary of Jesus. At the 
beginning of his work he 
explained that “many 
have undertaken to com¬ 
pile a narrative of the 
events which have been 
fulfilled in our midst, 
precisely as those events 
were transmitted to us by 
the original eyewitnesses 
and ministers of the Word. 
1, too, have carefully 
traced the whole sequence 
of events from the be¬ 
ginning and have decided 
to set it in writing.” St. 
Luke then tells the same 
story about Jesus as the 
other three evangelists, 
and yet his gospel has 
distinctive characteristics. 

St. Luke paints the 
most complete picture of 
the conception and birth 
of Jesus. Most of what 
we know about Mary 
comes from his gospel. 
Portions of his gospel 
are not found in the other 
three, such as the parables 
of the Prodigal Son and 
the Good Samaritan, 
the episode with the widow 
of Naim, and the lesson 
of the widow’s mite. He 


slresuCT the role of women 
ax dixeiplex of Jeiux and 
illuxtratex their loyalty. 

St. Luke revealx Jesus 
as a person who: bestows 
affection upon children, 
shows compassion to sin¬ 
ners, and has a predilec¬ 
tion for the poor, the low¬ 
ly and the downtrodden. 
St. Luke places great 
emphasis on the demands 
of discipleship. He insists 
that Jesus made it plain 
that it is not easy to be one 
of His followers. 

This insistence would 
be frightening if it were 
not for an important 
theme running through¬ 
out the gospel: God is 
faithful. He shows that 
in His Son, God the Father 
fulfilled the promises of 
salvation which He had 
made Israel through the 
prophets, and He has ex¬ 
tended that salvation to 
the Gentiles. God the 
Father, he assures us, is 
a God of fidelity and love. 
Above all else, St. Luke 
presents Jesus as on an 
inexorable journey up to 
Jerusalem where He ful¬ 
fills His Father’s will 
through His death and 
resurrection. (Taken from 
words by Rev. Charles 
Miller as reported in The 
Tidings.)

The Monrovia Center 
Theater hat a very good 
production of Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s “H.M.S. Pirta- 
fore” on the boards at the 
moment, but I was a 
trifle startled to find a 
slightly condescending 
explanation of who Gil¬ 
bert and Sullivan were 
and why they are sup¬ 
posed to be funny, along 
with a glossary of un¬ 
familiar terms used in the 
100-year-old musical, 
(not always correctly 
defined). 

A conversation with 
Nick Charles, entrepre¬ 
neur of the Center Theater, 
brought the fact to light 
that he had received 
numerous inquiries about 
the show. “What is it 
about?” “What familiar 
songs does it have?” And 
soon. 

If this is true, we do in¬ 
deed have a duty to edu¬ 
cate the public, but it 
can be done fairly brieflv. 

W.S. Gilbert was the 
Monte Python of the 


Victorians, and has been 
compared to the comic 
audacity of Aristophanes 
(Who?). H? made merci¬ 
less fun of English poli¬ 
tics, chauvinism, class 
distinctions and social 
mores and of the popular 
far-fetched melodramas 
of the time. 

Arthur Sullivan was a 
musician who has been 
compared to Medelssohn. 
He wrote “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers” and 
“The Lost Chord” when 
he was being serious, and 
beautifully melodious 
spoofs of opera when he 
was working with Gil¬ 
bert, which he always 
felt was rather beneath 
him. 

Queen Victoria ad¬ 
mired his music so much 
that she knighted him, 
but Gilbert’s satire cut 
too close to the bone for 
her approval. 

Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
work was wildly popular 
in their time (188()s and 
’90s) and in the English- 


speaking world ever since. 
The specific political 
satire has, indeed, be¬ 
come dated, but as long 
as inappropriate people 
are raised to high office 
and snobs hypocritically 
espouse equality Gilbert’s 
comments will wear very 
well. 

In “H.M.S. (Her Ma¬ 
jesty’s Ship) Pinafore” 
a lowly seaman dares to 
love the Captain’s daugh¬ 
ter, Josephine. The Cap¬ 
tain wants his daughter 
to marry the Lord Ad¬ 
miral, thereby attaining 
a higher social rank. He 
assures his daughter that 
love levels all ranks. Of 
course, he didn’t mean 
downward. 

There, that takes all the 
wit out of one of theater’s 
truly zany plots. 


As in all the Cj&S comic 
operas, the love interest 
needs operatic voices and 
Sheryl Kramer as Josephine 
and Paul MacKay as her 
beloved fill the bill nicely. 
Dean Hollis makes a stur¬ 
dy Captain and Marion 
Sarnowski makes a fine 
antic Admiral in spite of 
some memory problems. 
Bonny Onken makes the 
peddler-woman. Little 
Butterfly, more attractive 
than usual, and Peter 
Jones makes villianous 
Deadeye Dick properly 
horrendous. 

Lilly Walters and Ken 
Barken lead a jolly crew 
of sailors, cousins and 
aunts. 

Director Eric Hindly 
and choreographer Leslie 
Brand have provided lots 
of lively action, the actors 


are well catt and Dwight 
Coots makes them sound 
right. NaiKy Kamos, the 
Theater Center’s capable 
“orchestra” is in excellent 
form.
